Firſt, by way of excellexcie , when by a certaine 
ſimilictude wee aſcribe vato God whatſocucr is 
excellent and perfe& in man: as when wee ſay, 
God is inſt, wiſe, mercifull, Secondly, by way of 
negation, renouing from God thoſe things thar 
note imperfeion and defeCt in the creatures :

Thirdly, by way of cauſation, al- 
cending in our diſcourſe to God by the crea- 
tures, as to the cauſe by the effes : as when wee 
know the power of God from the ſpacious and 
beauteous frame of heauen, enuironing and en- 
folding all the inferiour world; as alfo from the 
huge maſle of the carth, hanging in the ayre,and 
ballaccd with it owne counterpoiſe : his wiſe- 
dome from the order of the creatures, and his 
goodneſſe from their qualities.

And there came 
of all people to heare the wiſedome of Salomon, from 
all Kings of the earth , which had heard of his wiſe- 
dome. 

In this his knowledge Judicial, Politicall, Ca- 
nonicall, Morall, Aenigmaticall, Poeticall, He was 
a figure of Chriſt, the vncreare and eternal wiſe- 
dome of the Father: In whom,cuen as he is man, 
are hid all the treaſures of wiſedome and knowledge.

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to banket , and when the feaſt of Bacchus was kept, 
they were conſtrarned to goe inthe proceſſion of Bag. | *Vac.5.7, 
chus with Garlands of lute.

They ſcocnfully bowed the knee before him,who 
| the Arch-Angels reuerently adore. They ſcof- | 
 fingly eall him King ofthe Iewes, whom the Serg- 
phines continually thour, Holy, holy, holy, Lord God 
of Heaſts, Theytauntiogly bid himprophefie,who | 
is that great Prophet, whom the Lord our God raiſed | 
vp vntovs With a charge to heare him. They pur 
4 reeden Scepter into his hand, The Scepter of

bearc him with wodden rods, who ſhall breake his 
exemies with an Iron rod, aud daſh the inpeeces like 
a Putters veſſell: They ſcourged him wich whips, |

16, 
in meaſure: And of his fulneſſe we all receiue grace 
for grace. All theſe thing « the Souldiers dia in deed, 
to gratific & ſatisfic the clamorous,bloud-thirſty 
Iewes.Butsll this was not withouta Myſtery. The 
ten Curtaines of the Tabernacle, in part were 
made of double-died purple.Oftheſeten illuſo 
and ignominienscontumelies(wherewith C brik 
wascloathed athis pafſion)the moſt conſpicuous 
were his purple robe and his thorny Crown.

This day is deſervedly a day of ſingular ioy, 
when after his paintull pilgrimage ended, and | 
the difficult worke of our redemption perfor- | 
med, he celebrated a ſolemne feaſt inthe King-_ 
dome of his Father,with ioyes and delights vn- 
ſpeakeable. Marriage is (as it were) the merry- 
age; becauſe then a couple of play-fellowes meet 
together.

neflc and maieſtic that ſhined in his face, durlt 
not gaine-fay him.

Doth not any doubt heereof? Placeſuch an 
one atarich Table, furniſhed with all exquiſite 
dainties : lethim bee attended with the flower of 
Nobility, and honoured with all complement

hang a naked ſword in a weake thread, with the 
point downeward , d:reQtly oner his barc head;
